house; The Superiutendent will invite 
the Consul to take his seat with him.

its being too readily believed: ~ | 

The fuct that the Chinese are again niaga- 
: ing troops in the neighbourhood of Taku at 
the niouth of the Peibo, ishowever of some 
j importance. — We are thoroughly con-

provincey They are quite aware that the 
Yaku forts would be of little use in pro- 
| tecting the capital from an attack which 
“eame from any quarter. except via the 
I. Peiho. Hut to resist the representations 
of the War-Purty would seem very much 
| like treason to the state; and with so many 
enemies. neither the Regent ndr the head 
of the foreign board can affurd to ignore 
the popular cry. 

Of course all this is speculation based on 
extremely vague information, With re- 
gard to the feeling of the present authori- 
ties, however, as opposed to the war party 
we are enabled to speak with scmething 
like certainty. Whether. or no the move- 
ments repor'ed by our cerrespondent arise 
trom that feeling, time will shew. The 
chief hope of China lies in the prospect of the 
present Emperor reaching manhoud under 
enlightened influences. 1¢ would seem to 
be a most suicidal policy, which we are 
now following, of neglecting to insist on 
the right of personal interviews on the 
part of Foreign Ambassadors. . Our miinie- 
ter is provided with intructions which en- 
able him to insiet on‘ that. right ‘should 
circumstances arise which would justify 
such a step.”

variably of the most profound or unim- 
pugnable character. A Municipal Couv- 
cil, elected by the rate-payers annually, 
would form an excellent medium of com- 
niunication between the; government and 
the public generally ; and through it the 
community would be able to exercise in- 
directly on questions of general pel.cy an 
influence which’ now bas no. definite ex- 
istenes whatever. Of course the new 
Council would ‘lave no power of taxatiun, 
but it would possess a right to advise on 
all matters of internal regulation in the 
government of the Colony. It would 
necessarily be well informed on many 
local subjects of which the government 
must either be wholly ignorant, or iinper- 
fectly: instructed, but with which’ they 
should be well acquainted. Tho useful 
purposes that such a Council might serve 
ure many, and we really. believe that. its 
establishment would. prove beneficial to 
the city, while it would give valuable-as- 
sistance to the Legislative Council and to 
the government. generally, in designing 
aud carrying ont works of public utility. 
Short as the time is that most of us hope 
to be here, -we should endeavour - while 
resident in it to make the place as com- 
fortably habitable as possible, at the most 
economical rate. Private enterprise has 
dove much towards that end, but the con 

centrated. knowledge and intelligence of 
an elected council would achieve much 
nore, by the directicn it would be able to 
give to oxpenditure on municipal public 
works, whether of ornament or utilitys

When, 
a quarter of a century ago, Mr Rowland 
Hill introduced the penny postage, a deficit 
was experienced for seme few years. Short- 
ly, though, the clear revenue from this 
source became greater than éver, until it is 
now upwards of a million sterling annually. 
The Companies that ply between Shanghae 
and Japan or Chefoo, need be under uo.

prices wilfuot be fully and immediately

A visit made afew weeks ago to what 
was oue of the most flourishing hill districts 
a fow years ago impressed us forcibly with 
its sad decay. We folluwed the main path- 
way for several miles, without seeing an 
individual upon it. In turning into one of 
the few remaining houses, there were only 
three or four miserable opium smokers 
inhabiting it, who appeared to be dragging 
ona weary existence, ‘he dogs, and’ we 
all know what noisy curs these Chinese 
dogs ara, seemed like their owners, starved 
wretched animals, We saw no children 
and no buxom Chinawomen as we remember 
to have met years ago, when riding along 
the same road, everything seemed steeped 
The last but we came 
to onthe top of one hill, and where the 
path terminated, was tenunted by a solitary 
Chinaman, who appeared perfectly as- 
tonished at seeing two orang pxtih entering 
his but. .His house, hovel rather, had 
nearly tumbled down and seemed wretched 
euough, There were a dog, 4 pup, 2 cat 
aud a hen init as his companions!. On 
being asked where the other hens or fowls 
were, he told us that a large ‘snuke had 
come-at night and eaten them all up. He 
shewed his rice box, it wasempty. He had 
ne oil nor tobacco, and said he was not 
strong enough to go to town for more, He 
was boiling for breakfast a few vegetables 
(weeds gathered from close by), and nutmeg 
husks, He asked for a: few cents which 
luckily for him we had:. The cents, and a 
taste from our flask, chcered him up and he 
told hia history. He had come to’ Penang 
from China when youny and strong, and 
had been a coolie for a few years saving a 
little money, and had then cleared and 
planted the laud round his house and had 
got a grant for it. Every thing throve well 
envugh at first, the spice trees grew and 
commenced to bear, the betelnut and the 
few cocoanuts promised well, until prices 
fell and the blight came, then’ trees died 
and coolies left and his spirits sunk ; but 
he said he would like to die where he had 
spent his best health and strength. He 
concluded with—‘‘bini tada, anak tada, 


satu pon tada, nan mati saja,” (my wife is; 


dead, I have no children, I have only to 
die).- After chatting with the old man for 
half an hour we left him and saw him like 
the last of the Mohicans disappear into the 
junale. Another house visited in another 
direction, contained a poor weman and a 
few wretched looking children. The hus- 
band was dead and tallang grass had taken 
“possession of the compound, a few Cocoanut 
and fruit trees were all that was left of a 
once well stocked garden. The old woman 
complained much of “hard times and her 
appearance denoted that she felt them. 
She and her children were very ed, and 
she said she supported herself ebiefly by 
rearing and selling a few fowls and a pig or 
two. On. being asked why she did not 
leave the place, she looked at her children 


and trees, -held:up-her-hands and said “apa 
buleh buat.

CORRESPONDENCE FROM THE 
‘ NORTH. . 
AN oLp Rumour Revivep. 
To the Editor of the “ Evening. Mail.” 
Trax stm, 20th September, 1866. 

Srr,—We have good reasun to believe 
that there is serious difficulty brewing be- 
tween the French and Chinese officials at 
Peking. ‘The immediate subject of dispute 
and illfeeling relates to the height of the 
town or steepla of the Cathedral that is 
now in process of building in the Imperjal 
or Yellow City, near the Palace of the Em- 
peror. It already is so high as to overlook 
the Palace and its grounds. The Chinese 
Government and people are very. angry 
about it. What. the result will be, is not 
very manifest. 

Week before last, a company of soldiers 
were passing through the streets of this 
place ; some of then remarked that they 
were going to'Peking to fight the foreigners 
there, because the French Cathedral was 
being built so high. The remark: excited 
but little interest aud attention at the time. 
Last week a Chinaman revealed confiden 
tially to a few foreign friends, what he said 
was a-céncerted plan to massacre all the 
foreigners in Peking and Tientsin in less 
than 20 days by soldiers. He received his 
information from a friend, who received it 
from » friendly Chinese. soldier. Our 
informant evidently believed that there was 
on foot the plan intimated, aud begged with 
considerable earnestness and -feeling his 
foreign friends to fly for their lives. He 
said that soldiers in unusual numbers were 
gathering in and about Tientsin. 

No foreigner who has heard of the above 
asserted plan believes it, as Tam aware of. 
It is not known or circulated commonly 
among the Chinese people, nor among the 
foreignerg here. At the date of writing, it 
is said to be a matter of general knowledge 
among:the Chinose here, that there is dif- 
ficulty at Peking, about the height of the 
tower of the Cuthedral, between the French 
and the Chinese Government. " 

For some time past, troops and warlike 
implements have been concentrated at and 
near|Taku. ‘the forts have been put in 
mush better repair than formerly, It is 
said that a considerable number of Tartar 
solditrs have come down lately from the 
North. Should, the Chiiese propose to 


enter upon any coercive measures, relating

Té would seem that the Chinese Govern- 
ment cannot be so bent on self destruction, 
as to try ‘to.exterminate all foreiguers by 
indigeriminate slaughter; but that there 
may soon be some serious rupture or mani- 
festation of disagreements and ill will be- 
tween the French and the Government at 
Peking, aud perhaps on the part of Chinese 
elsewhere towards foreigners generally, 
through the instigation of officials, appears 
not altogether impossible. fe :

TRADE WITH CHINA IN 1865. 

The commercia! reports for the past year 
from her Majesty’s Consuls at the different 
ports iu China state that the total value of 
the British imports into Shanghai amounted 
to 37,868,210 taels, or about 12,500,000!. 
sterling, aud the exports to 23,206,3061., or 
about 7,750,000L, being’a. decrease on Brit- 
ish trade as compared with 1864 of 1,136, 
171 taels. Canton, however, shows an im 
provement, the value of the import trade 
being 2,833,0162. as against 2,.053,5401. in 
1864, showing an increase of 779,476. The 
value of the export trade was 3,131,958/: as 
against 2,361,4241. in 1864, showing an in- 
crease of 70,5341. The imports at Ningpo 
amounted to $9,711,848 against $15,398,710 
in 1264, being a decrease of $5,686,862, 
while the exports show an aggregate of 
$8,064, 634 against $9,554,030 in 1864, beins 
adecrease of $1,489,596. The ituport trade 
at Macao increased from $6,327,520 in 1864 
to $6,840,331, while tlie export show a de- 
crease from $4,769,712 in 1864 to $4,665,
